bold of me. snd sald he would tuke mo 4nyhow.
1 said, “Let go of me,” 6l the same Hme putiing
my band lu my side=pocket. He ran oul and
repped for help, sud 1 went ot of the back
way. The next morniog, July 4, [ gave myself
up inthe siastion house I had Mr, Daly with
me to go ball for me, The scrgeant senlb for
edick, and when he came i the station
honee Le went to Bit me, nnd only for the ser-
goeant would have doue so, When Fmedick
took me vp to the courk he swore thatl put
the pistol to bls head and fred a shot at him,
This i= a falsehood, as Mr, Cools, Michael
Moore, Thomas Kailey, Mrs, Shields, aud others,
can fesiity, for 1 did not point a pistol at him
nor lirtent bim. He kept alter me (rom that
tme vntil he was ghot, Oue night, in June,
1868, be cume off his poat at the foot of Thirty-
first street, to the barge where I'wis watching,
anda suid that tweniy persons had been to
thie etotiou house wnd made complaints
that they heard women sereaming, He
knew that I wus on the boal, and wan ted to
Taise n muss witlh we, Captain Allaire or noy
gergennt kuows that there wera no sach comes
pinitnts made. Patrick Crnig aond James Ward
were there, and they know dillerent, but
Bmedick was after me and waunted to get me
in trouble, The following Sanday I met Bme-
diek In Cook’s ssloon. I told him the best
thivg he could do was to let me alope, He
came out after me and bit me from benind,
knocked me down, and was going to kick me,
when Mr, McGill put his hand before him und
told him not to beat me, but arrest me if I
had done anything wrong., Smedick said to
Mr. MeGill, “What is the matter with you?
and srrested him. A tew duys after I got out
civll warrant for Smedick tor beating me,
hen e got motice to appesar in court he
came lo orrest me for escaping from him
on the Buuday he Wil me. He had seen me
ev:rr‘y day alter until I got the warrant for him,
A friend of mine told me to ook out for my:elf,
for Bmedick was after me. 1 =aid to my friend,
“Let us have a drink: 1don't think he will
trouble me,” When we were going (o have @
drink I saw Bmedick coming up First avenue,
I turved vp Thirty drst street, and he came
r me with & révolver in his band, I ran
Ihmnﬁh the entrf of a honse and into Thirly-
goen street, and gotelear of him. That muﬁt.
found me stupld drunk in the entry aod beat
clubbed me and took me to the station-
juse. I was so stupid | did not know that I
was beaten, or that I had becn arrested tili- the
next morring, when I was toid by a pollcemau
that { was in the station house that night. 1
don't want to mention the policeman's name,
§ he sald that Bmedick told Sergeant
not to dress mg wounds but to “het
e —— die; it seryes him right,” The next
morning Smedick look me to court and
swore that I was Iying Dehind a pile of
lumber with u loaded revolver to shoot him:
and that with a well-directed blow he knocked
me down and took the pistol from me; he
wanted to show his bravery; after the judge
mumitted me, and Smedick went to tske me
whn, he stood at the head of the stairs and hit
me on the buck of the neck, nnd tried to break
my neck: I canght the banisters, as I was fall
fog, and #sid. ‘Don’t kill we;" he felled me
down and kicked me between the shoulders; I
called the keeper, Docksey, and said, " Dou't let
him kill mes” this the keeper, Docksey, cun
testify to: I was covered with blood from the
top of my head to the sule of my fool, and
weak from the loss of Llood., I Smedick
bad not been a brote he would have had
gome pity for me, Officer Olmstead, John Dil-
lon, and James MecDonoueh were there the
mght Smedick clubbed me in the enlry.
Bmedick thonghtno more of taking a false onth
than a person did a epit out of their mouth, 1
was ordered on $35000 bail, and the first after-
noon I was talking to & Iriend, on the coruer of
Thirly-fourth street, when Bmedick ran up with
his drawn club, and said:—**Get oif this corner,
or I will club sour brain; out,” 1 was told by
different parties to look out for myself or
Bmodick would kill me, I would bave had «ll
the evidence broughtup on my trial butjthe
court ruled it out. The night Smedick was ghot {
was coming from the barge to get something to
eat. I was tight al the time. 1 met Smedick, and
he went to club me and I gbot him, for I knew
tha' the next time he clubbed me he meant
to finlsh me.

He told several that if he killed me he
1d be made roundsman for it. 1 always
ﬁd to keep out of his way, for 1 knew what
dnd of & man he was, I wish it to be knoan
that I did not follow bhim to ‘‘lay for him,” as
the preas repregented it, The press have mis-
represented me by saying that I was the leader
of gaugs which T know nothing about.

In 1843 he produced, while fn Germany, bis
Carnival Romain, and iv 1844, oo the u-l’scu_-lon
of the grest festival at the Exposition d’Indus-
trie, he composed a bymn to Frapce, which was
perl'ormed [?: an orchestra of one thousand
musicians. His opers of 7he Trojans was pro-
duced in 1855, but was not a success, He pub-
lished several musiosl and miscellaneous works,
nope of which are to be had in this ceuntry.
His compositions are often bighly extravagsut,
but they won the bighest praises from such men
a3 Liszt and Paganini, and witbout doubt did
wuch to advance the uew sohool.— Worid.
